AS AN OPPORTUNITY FOR PERON TO EXPOUND HIS VIEWS ON INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRSi IS AIMED PRIMARILY AT PROBING FOR A PERSONAL MEETING WITH 
PRESIDENT NIXON- FOREIGN MINISTER VIGNES IS STRONGLY ADVOCATING

THE RECENT APPOINTMENT OF A NEW ARGENTINE AMBASSADOR WITH 
GOOD CREDENTIALS IN WASHINGTON MAY BE AN INDICATION THAT PERON IS 
MAKING AN OVERTURE FOR IMPROVED RELATIONS. ALTHOUGH PERON MAY 
GENUINELY DESIRE A DIALOGUE WITH WASHINGTON-, HE IS A CLEVER

DAMASCUS CHARGED THAT ISRAELI AIRCRAFT ATTACKED 
SYRIAN POSITIONS YESTERDAY MORNING IN THE CENTRAL AND 
SOUTHERN SECTORS OF THE FRONT. USING WHAT THE SYRIANS 
DESCRIBED AS SHRIKE MISSILES} THE SHRIKE IS A US MIS-
